In England leiitimisallan follows auto- 
matically when tlw? parenia mnrry, If there 
waa no bnr to marriage at the timd of 

birth. 

One of the Wurat legal teaturea of llle- 
guunacy lfl that the child cannot Inherit frtHn 
parents who die intestate, even If the child 
l' fully accepted as a member of the family. 

Even the term "my children'* tn a will 
dnea nut include an illesilimolp child nolrss 
Ihr child h nicnlicoiL'd hv name. 

One tragic ctr-w of hardship of this tvpc la 
Hint oi a yuiins man brauuhi up by h!« dcvuuitl 
rather because the mother rrfused to marry 
or tn have anything to do with lirr chilli 

Tlie Intl.rr iwjOEd m a widower, educated 
it- :>nn writ, and ftare him every po3?il][p ad- 
nnUue. When the boy was In hlo early 
twenties ho began to ao blind, and the 
lather lavished money in trying to have htm 
cured. 

(lulu- elldili'lily the' lather, wlin was rude 
about 40. dlod, leuVing Qtl,Mll. Bui be died 
Intestate, end tiol a fartlilrut went to his 
son. The entire fortune went to rcltitivos in 
Enaland whom the lather had not seen foe 
years.

But her liapplneu la 
mixed with dreadful forebodlium because she 
knows that all too wan ahe and her baby 
must part torcver. « 

Lewdly .ihe could Htm chantfe her mind, 
reluso bo go through with Hie adoption echeme 
and keep her baby. 

But In practice welfare workers say It la 
rare tor a girl to change her mind at this 
late slaae.
